(Issued from File No. l/45-A/REP/74-EPC.Vol. 1].—Attention is invited to the Import Policy for April, 19S0-March, 1981 published 
under the Department of Commerce Public Notice No. 9—ITC .(PN)/80 dated the 15th April, 1980. 

2. Paragraph 163 of the said Import Policy refers to the new scheme pertaining to duty-free imports against REP licences. The 
details and oth;r conditions of the scheme arc contained in the Annesure to this Public Notice which has been incorporated as 
Appendix 29 to the Import Policy for April, 1980-March, 1981.

APPENDIX 29 

Duty-ft'ee Imports against REP licences. 

1. A new scheme has been introduced to provide duty-free imports of raw materials against REP licences issued on the exports 
of specified products. In this connection a copy of the Department of Revenue Notification No. 74/F. No, ()02/2/79-DBK dated 
15-4-1980 is given in Anne.xture I to this Appendix. 

2. The export products and against each of them the items allowed to be imported, the quantity of each item allowed and the 
import replenishment percentage in terms of value, are indicated in Anne.xure II to this Appendix. 

3. The scheme will apply to REP licences issued on c.xporls made from 1-4-1980 against which the exporter has neither claimed the 
benefit of duty exemption as per Appeiidi.x 19 nor duty-drawback. 

4. REP licences issued under the scheme will be marked “Duly Free Import Replenishment". Such licences shall not bo transfer¬ 
able. They will be subject to “Actual User” condition. The imported materials shall be used for production only in the licence 
holder's factory, The benefit of this scheme will not be available to Registered Exporters other than manufacturer exporters. 

5. Appliciitions for grant of REP licences under this scheme should be made to the licensing authorities concerned. At the top of 
the application, the words "Application under Duty Free Import Scheme" should be written. 

6. Import licences issued under the scheme will be subject to both value and quantity as limiting factors.
